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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1973  was  a  very  good  year  for  Easton.  Our  Tax  rate  dropped  to  a 
remarkably  low  figure  of  sixty-five  cents  per  one  hundred  dollars  of 
valuation. 

In  1970  the  entire  town  was  re-appraised  at  100%  of  valuation  and 
the  figures  showing  our  tax  rates  since  then  are:

The  new  low  tax  rate,  which  places  us  as  the  3rd  lowest  in  the  state 
is  something  to  be  real  pleased  about.  There  are  reasons  of  course 
and  they  are  that  our  fixed  costs  were  lower  than  anticipated  such  as 
School  tax  and  County  tax.  Also  our  sources  of  income  were  higher 
than  anticipated,  such  as  from  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest, 
Revenue  Sharing,  Yield  Tax  (Timber  Cutting),  Highway  Subsidy, 
Rooms  and  Meals  Tax,  Residence  Tax,  Interest  and  Dividends  Tax 
and  Sweepstakes.  These  facts  combined  with  some  prudent  budgeting 
and  the  fact  that  the  Tax  Department  allowed  us  to  use  our  surplus 
this  year  made  it  all  possible. 

Permission  was  granted  to  the  MOUSE  Club  to  construct  a  school 
bus  stop  shelter  at  Route  116  and  Ruskin  Road,  subject  to  certain  re- 
quirements . 

This  year,  the  names  of  owners  of  unlicensed  dogs  are  listed,  so 
as  to  protect  persons  from  possible  rabies  infection,  as  all  licensed 
dogs  must  have  received  their  rabies  shots. 

At  our  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  November  13th,  it  was  voted 
to  use  the  "Nonpartisan  Ballot  System"  at  all  future  town  meetings. 
This  means  that  all  candidates  for  office  must  file  with  the  Town  Clerk 
with  a  filing  fee  of  $1.  00  for  all  salaried  positions  and  no  fee  required 
for  nonpaying  positions.   Filing  dates  will  be  posted  in  the  Littleton 
Courier. 

We  were  rather  fortunate  and  received  only  slight  damage  from  the 
heavy  rains  and  floods  of  June  30th  to  July  3rd. 

Due  to  the  Energy  Crisis,  the  entire  town  is  asked  to  conserve  all 
fossil  fuels  possible  by  lowering  our  room  temperatures  and  conserving 
the  use  of  electricity,  particularly  the  use  of  outdoor  floodlights.  The 
Selectmen  have  ordered  that  the  use  of  Town  Hall  be  curtailed  for  the 
duration  of  the  energy  crisis.  The  heat  will  be  shut  down  for  the  dura- 
tion, except  for  town  meetings  or  an  emergency  need.  The  Library 
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Committee  has  volunteered  to  open  the  library  only  twice  a  month 
instead  of  weekly  and  to  use  an  electric  heater  instead  of  heating  the 
entire  building.  The  Selectmen  will  conserve  in  the  same  manner.  A 
special  thanks  to  all  the  folks  that  have  cooperated  with  the  board 
during  the  past  year.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  EASTON 

CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

1973 

The  voters  of  the  Town  of  Easton  appropriated  the  sum  of  $800.  00 
for  care  and  improvement  of  the  cemetery  during  1973.   Part  of  the 
appropriation  was  for  the  seal  coat  of  tar  for  the  driveway,  which 
again,  was  not  done,  due  to  circumstances  beyond  our  control.  So, 
hopefully,  it  can  be  done  in  1974. 

Flags  will  be  needed  for  the  Veterans'  graves  in  1974.  If  we  are 
unable  to  obtain  them  through  the  V.  F.  W.  Post  it  may  be  possible  to 
order  them  from  F.  Sherwin  &  Sons  of  Wells  River,  Vt.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  13  veterans'  graves  in  Kinsman  Cemetery. 

George  Whitcomb  was  employed  to  do  the  mowing  and  clipping  with 
extra  work  on  the  trust  fund  lots.  Due  to  the  extra  rain,  grass  grew 
faster,  making  it  necessary  to  mow  more  frequently. 

Three  new  trust  funds  were  started  this  year,  making  a  total  of  15 
for  cemetery  care. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $800.  00  for  maintenance,  and 
the  coat  of  tar  for  the  driveway  for  1974.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every 
town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire  war- 
den. Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the 
fire  warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between 
9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial 
burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of  Resources 
and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part  of 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with  72% 
of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey 
the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help 
from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  hazards 
of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a   lighted  match 
held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire.
